Asking him 
how it happened he told me that 
his company was playing the sup- 
porting icle when the ROK troogs 
iurned tail, leaving the marines 
unsupported.

The French surely must be tired of being told they are 
.. at' the crossroads, and* must move soon if they are to retain 
. uany semblance of leadership in Europe. The fact that this 
IV.' is true does not make the constant warnings more palatable

The newest alarms grow out of Chancellor Adenauer's 


. smashing election victory in West Germany. Adenauer is a 
• champion of European unity and the European defense com- 


munity. His parliament already has endorsed the program. 


•• His personal triumph at the polls lifts his prestige to new 


heights. But these very facts multiply the pressures upon 


"" France to act in these same causes. 


For France originated the EDC idea and up until the last 


year or so was in the forefront of the European unity move- 
' w ment. By hanging back, it appears to be repudiating its 
"" earlier stand. It seems, moreover, to be forfeiting leader- 
, ship. 
• 
• 
» 


The French still could recapture initiative by declaring 


their intent to resume pursuit of the unity goal, especially 
in the defense field. This would be all right with Adenauer, 


. 
who is cautious about taking the lead. Suspicions of Ger- 


- 
man militarism and authoritarianism are still widespread, 


, and the aged chancellor believes it wiser for him to play a 
- supporting role. 


Britain, heretofore not directly involved in unity proj- 


ects, may help at this juncture to spur the French to re- 
newed efforts. 
French reluctance, of course, has always 


reflected fears of a revived German army, in any form what- 


. soever. If. as is reported, the British are now o'ffering much 


closer ties between their forces and EDC. that might go far 
to assuage French fears. 
Britain would be the check on 
Germa«:v. 


But one thing looks certain. The French have already 


wasted many months in futile dalliance over the EDC issue 
and related unity questions. They cannot now ask for an- 
other long period of grace while they try to decide whether 
to lead or not to lead.

The French Socialists, never famed for statesmanship in 


tne foreign field, still put all their faith in a big-power con- 
ference, the favored panacea of the neutralists 
They defy 


us to turn to Adenauer fpr leadership. Said one: 


"Are you trying to threaten us with the Germans? Well 


go ahead and back Adenauer, and accept the historic rcspon- 


r~~ sibility for the next war." 


Doming from a Socialist, this amounts to saying: "We 
I don't intend to do anything, but it will be all your fault if 
I 
you try something else and it fails to assure peace."

This kind of blackmail would force us to accept either

Varicose Veins Treated 
Several Ways Successfully

"I am a young, attractive mother which causes them to close up en- 


of twenty-two," writes Mrs. M., tirely. 
"with unsightly veins and swollen 
ankles. 1 have been advised to try 
surgery, but would appreciate a 
discussion from you on the results, 
and whether this is dangerous." 


This correspondent is indeed un- 


fortunate in having trouble with 
varicose veins so eaj-ly in life. 
They cannot be expected to im- 
prove 
by themselves, and 
one 


would certainly think that is would 
be worth while doing something 
about them. 


The question of what to do about 


varicose veins is not always the 
easiest thing to answer. 
The first 


thing is to undR-stand what they 
are. 
The veins of the legs carry 


blood back toward the heart; they 
are equipped with valves at inter- 
vals which prevent the blood from 
flowing backwards. 


Sometimes, these valves break 


clown and then the pressuie on 
the walls of the veins increases, 
causing them to dilate or enlarge. 
These enlarged veins (which are 
usually 
near 
the surface) 
are 


called vencose veins; the flow of 
blood inside them is also slowed. 


It isn't possible to build new 


valves or to cause the veins to 
shrink. But on the favorable side 
hese veins are not really neces- 
sary because veins farther inside 
he legs can carry the blood just 
as well. 


This is the reason varicose veins 


can often be treated so success- 
ully, either by cutting them out or 
ymg them (surgery) or by inject- 
ng them with an irritating fluid 


LET SURGEON" DECIDE 


The choice of what method to 


use must, of course, be made by 
the surgeon, though apparently in 
recent years surgery has become 
favored more and more over in- 
jections. 


Neither of these methods can 


be considered dangerous in com- 
petent hands, but it takes a while 
for the circulation to be entirely 
rerouted so convalescence and re- 
turn to full activity may take some 
time. 


The risk 
of ulcer formation, 


swelling of the feet and ankles, 
or other evidences of poor circu- 
lation almost always 
make at- 


tempts to eliminate varicose veins 
worth while. Elastic stocking or 
bandages will not cure varicose 
veins but they are often advisable 
for special reasons or after an op- 
eration.

killing frost. If vines become frozen 
and harvest has to be delayed, 
they should be cut off at the soil 
surface as soon as possible, be- 
cause if warm rainy weather fol- 
lows, the vines will dpcay rapidly 
and the decay may penetrate to 
the potatoes. 


Sweet potatoes should be handled 


caiefully since they injure easily.

Red Refugees Claim Army 
Document Soviet-Slanted 


WASHINGTON ifr—Two refugees from Soviet Russia and a former 


American Communist testified today a document used in training U. S. 
army intelligence officers is strongly slanted in favor of Russian Com- 
mumsm. 


The 
testimony, concerning an 


Army-prepared report called "Psy. 
chological and Cultural Traits in 
Soviet Siberia." was given to the 
Senate investigations subcommit- 
tee headed by Sen. McCarthy (R- 
Wis.). 


Igor Bogelepov, who described 


himself as a former Soviet diplo- 
mat now under death sentence by 
the Russian lied regime, said the 
75-pnge book contains "a lot of 
deliberate 
misinformation t h a t 


serves the interests of the Com- 
munist cause." 


Another ex-citizen of the Soviet 


Union, 
Vladimir Petrov 
of 
the 


Yale University faculty, said the 
book is "extremely biased" in fa- 
vor of Russian communism and 
definitely harmful as a manual for 
training U. S. intelligence officers. 


Going still fai ther, Louis F. Bu- 


denz. one-time U. S. Communist 
leader and later a frequent wit- 
ness against his former associates 
called the annual "the work of a 
concealed Communist." 


The document has been a point 


of hot contiovcrsy between Mc- 
Carthy and the Army. 


McCarthy made public 70 of the 


75 pages on Sept. 9. calling it "95 
percent Soviet propaganda." 


Two days later, the Army made 


public the remaining five pages 
which included a statement that 
the Soviet worker "is as much 
chained to his job . . . as is the 
convict." 


The Army declared a reading of 


the full document would "refute." 
any claim it was Communist pro- 
paganda. It was intended, it said,

Store-Owners Asked to 
Remove Fire Hazards 


An "inexcusably high total" of 


60.000 store fires a year indicates 
the necessity of including store 
buildings In the fall clean-up cam- 
paign for removal of fire hazards, 
Gail Keyser, cijy fire chief said to- 
day. 


Keyser. a member of the Nation- 


al Fire Protection association, asks 
store-owners to concentrate atten- 
tion of cleaning up hazards in 
basements, fire's principal "breed- 
ing places." 


Records of the XFPA show that 


more than 40 per cent of all store 
fires start in basement areas. 


"Basements are breeding places 


because they usually contain high- 
ly combustible materials in which 
any flame or spark can take hold." 
Keyser said. 


Have a Check - 


"Such hazards as heating plants, 


rubbish chutes, and stock rooms 
are waiting for a chance to burst 
into flames. 


"Have an experienced furnace 


man check your heating equipment 
and chimney before using it during 
the cold season," Keyser advises. 


Basement fires go longer before 


being 
detected, 
have 
l a r g e r 


amounts of flammable materials 
upon which to feed, 
spreading 


horizontally and 
vertically with 


greater freedom from restrictive 
fire division walls than do fires 
starting in other parts of a store, 
he added. 


Keyser recommends automatic 


sprinkler systems for all 
store 


basements and suggests that all 
basement stairways be enclosed. 


He stressed the importance of 


providing ample fire extinguishers 
throughout the premises. Keyser 
pointed out that protective devices 
do 
not 
eliminate .the 
primary 


causes of basement fires, offering 
these fall clean-up suggestions. 


1. Conditions favoring spontan- 


eous ignition must be ftequently 
checked. Janitors' supply rooms, 
packing material bins and rag 
disposal containers require special 
attention. 


Remove Rubbish 


2. Remove all rubbish every .day 


to a safe location outside. 


3. Keep stock in well-defined 


storage rooms. In particular, keep 
hazardous stocks such as flam- 
mable liquids, paints and pack- 


aging materials in fire-resistive 
rooms. 


4. Check all electrical equipment 


carefully. A stray spark from a 
short circuit, overloading of arcing 
has "unusual opportunity" to start 
a fire among combustible mate- 
rials. 


5. Clean grease from kitchen 


vents, hoods and 
stoves. 
Keep 


combustible, objects 
away 
from 


stoves. Institute a special inspec- 
tion at the close of each day'» 
business to make sure burners are 
turned off and electrical appliance! 
are disconnected. 


Keyser said the fire department 


will 
inspect 
factories, 
schools, 


churches, theaters, hospitals, nurs- 
ing homes and other public build- 
ings during fire prevention week, 
Oct. 4-10. 


"Your efforts to save your prop-

The government officials said 


all outstanding claims against the 
exiled King's holdings here will 
now be "considered nul! and void." 


(Among the unsettled claims is 


that of New York jeweler Harry 
Winston, who is suing for more 
than one million dollars allegedly 
owed by Faiouk for diamonds 


Other claims include those of 


Faiouk's sisteis, who allege that 
he grabbed some of their property. 


The confiscation a c t i o n 
by 


Egypt'* Revolutionary C o u n c i l 
converted the holdings, fro/en af- 
ter his abdication into state prop- 
erty. 


The state in Egypt has been es- 


timated at between 5 and 10 mil- 
lion pounds ($14.400,000 to $28.800,- 
000).

lodged claims for around thiee
